GLADSTONE AND HIS SUPPORTERS MAKE A 
GALLANT FIGHT FOB HOME RULE. 


The Scene in the House of Commons Before 
and During the Division—Gladstone's 
Great Speech—Comments of the Press— 
The Belfast Murderers—Foreign News. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

Loxbox, June 8.—The division last night 
went as I anticipated, only rather more so. 
The whole debate occupied a considerably 
shorter time than had been expected. Until 
Gladstone rose the general opinion in the 
members’ lobby was in a state of absolute 
confusion. Several leading ministerials were 
asserting positively that the bill was safe. The 
Whig on whom they have relied chiefly 
for information stuck to his conviction 
that the bill was lost by a small majority, per - 
haps seven. During the whole evening, be- 
sides the official whips} Labouchere, Healy, 
O’Brien, and O’Connor, were extremely busy 
working forthe government, and Caine for 
Chamberlain, and Albert Grey for Hartington. 
The scene in the House surpassed anything 
ever witnessed there before. The crowd was 
so great that the officials could hardly go about 
their business, and the excitement was intense. 
Complete strangers went up to the members 
and questioned them as freely as if they had 
been old friends. On this occasion dis- 
tinguished Americans were not conspicuous 
inthe gallery. Chadwick, a naval attache, 
was the only one I met, greatly enjoying him- 
self in the lobby. A very significent sign was 
the presence of Lord Rowton, weil known as 
Beaconsfield’s private secretary, who is one of 
the Queen’s most intimate friends, and who is 
alwaysthe means of private communication 
with the opponents of the Liberal Govern- 
ment. He was looking for Hartington for 
some time. When he found him they re- 
mained together behind the door for nearly an 
hour.

The house sat and 
wondered at him, and between the in- 
tervals a mechanical party laugh from 
the Irish benches cut him short for a time.

It was true, 
As he said, that Goschen had 
never been the less effective, but the same re- 
mark was truer of himsell. After the intro- 
duction he passed to a statistical argument, 
showing that there was nosuch thing as Ulster 
in the sense in which the soi disant Loyalists 
use the word. Heshowed this conclusively, 
but his argument was rather a dry one, and it 
seemed as though his speech was destined to 
he ineffective. Throughout he held, however, 
in his hand a bundle of manuscript 
which had been submitted to Sexton earlier in 
the evening. It had apparently received the 
experienced debater’s complete approval, for 
as soon as his argument about Ulster was 
completed, Parnell began to read from the 
manuscript. At once his speech took a higher 
level and began to be impressive. He avoided, 
of course, all appearance of reading it, look. 
ing round the house after each sentence, 
with outstrtched forefinger of the right hand

He appeared more like a man of common 
feelings and sympathies last night than he has 
done for a long time. He is usually cold and 
dispassionate, without any trace of the enthu- 
siasm of most of his followers, but last night 
when he exclaimed: We cannot give upa 
single Lrishman,’’ a flush of affectionate pride 
passed over his broad face. In the concluding

eager to catch him tripping over some hasty 
expression or some old ill-chosen word. 

Sir Michael Hiees-Beach is a poor creature 
on a great occasion, He stands absolutely 
alone in pretty platitudes and trivial sarcasms 
which do duty with him for serious political 
discussion, but as the leader of one of the two 
great parties of the House of Commons, 
especially when one reflects that Gladstone 
is the leader of the other, he is 
positively absurd. There is a certain facility for 
the humbler trickery of debate, which places 
him occasionally on a level with his fellow- 
members; as last night in the soene with Par - 
nell. This scene sprang from Parnell’s calm 
assurance tothe House that he had received 
from Conservative statesmen before the gen- 
eral election, a pledge that the Tories avould 
give him a measure of home rule so large as 
to include the power to protect Irish indus- 
tries.

The eighty- 
sixth, Capt. O’Shea, whom Parnell insisted on 
having the League elect to represent one di- 
vision of Galway, walked out of the House 
and abstained from voting. About twelve 
Liberals refused to vote on the division. The 
Liberals who voted against the Government 
are said to be almost identical with those 
whose names were on the list prepared before 
the recent Liberal meeting at the Foreign Of- 
fice.

THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


High School Plans to Be Temporarily 
Abandored—Appointment of Teachers. 


It is probable that in the meeting of the 
School Board to-night the course of the mem - 
bers with regard tothe new High School will 
be altered. There has been heretofore 3 
strong spirit in favor of building 
a new High School, and the site has 


been purchased on Grand avenue. A fund 
had been created for this purpose which 
amounted to $100,000, and from this 
$35,000 was appropriated to pay for 
the site. It as been estimated 
that $250,000 additional would be needed in the 
construction, and the diversion to this work 
of so large a sum would prevent the appro- 
priation of large sums for other work 
during the present and next years. Some of 
the members buve considered the subject 
lately, and have listened to protests 
against the construction of a high 
school at the expense of other school 
interests. Money will be needed to enlarge 
other schools; the district schools are too 
small now and the probability 
that accommodations tor 50, 
more children than can be taken 
care of at present will be needed. The feeling, 
in consideration of this state of affairs, is to 
delay the appropriation of further sums 
to the High School for at least 
two years. The action for delay will be taken 
on the report of the joint committee on High 
School and Building.

THE I. P. LAND GRANT, : 

A bill, favorably reported and now 
pending in the House, declares forfeited all 
of the Northern Pacific land grant apper- 
taining to such parts of the railroad as 
were not completed according to the terms 
of the grant. This bill rests upon the fol- 
lowing provision of the act granting the 
land: 1 

That each and every grant, right, and privi- 
lege herein ig so made and given to and ge- 
cepted by the said Northern Pacific Railroad 
Company upon and subject to the following 
conditions—namely: (1) That said company 
shall commence the work on said road within 
two years from the approval of this act by the 
President; (2) shall complete not less than 
Atty miles per year, and (3) shall construct, 
equip, furnish and complete the whole road 
by the 4th of July, 1876. 

A three years’ extension of the time was 
afterwards sanctioned by Congress, and in 
1879 the road was completed as far west as 
the Missouri river within the extended 
time. Between the river and the Pacific 
coast terminus there are 30,000,000 acres 
claimed by the company along its line, on 
the ground that the fallure of Congress to 
declare the land forfeited was equivalent 
to an extension of the time by Congress, 
and that under decisions of the Supreme 
Court with reference to other land grants, 
this 30,000,000 acres has been as fully se- 
cured to the company by the subsequent 
completion of that part of the roadas the 
land east of the river was by the comple- 
tion of the eastern division within the time 
specified. ‘ 

As lawyers differ on this point, and some 
contend that the provisions above quoted 
remove this case from the operation of 
the principle on which the Supreme Court 
decided a former land grant case, the 
question is whether Congress shall declare 
the land grant forfeited west of the river, 
or, by declaring only part of it forfeited, 
legally confirm all the rest. 

This is obviously the reason why the 
Senate antagonizes the House bill with a 
bill declaring the forfeiture of only d, 000, - 
000 acres along a certain branch from 
Walula to Portland, which the company 
is neither building nor preparing to build. 
The Senators who oppose a declaration of 
forfeiture as to the rest of the 30,000,000 
acres, take the ground that Congress now 
has no power to reclaim the land apper- 
taining to any portion of the road that has 
been finished. If they are right, the Su- 
preme Court will award the land to the 
company and the declaration of forfeiture 
will not be worth the paper it is written 
on. Why then should not Congress pass 
it and leave the question to the Supreme 
Court? 

Both parties in their National and State 
platforms have demanded of Congress “the 
speedy forfeiture of all land grants which 
have lapsed by reason of non-compliance 
with the conditions of their grants.” Tes- 
timony before Congress has shown that if 
this 30,000,000 acres be not forfeited, the 
company can now sell the entire grant for 
more than twice as much as the cost of 
the road. 


STATE RELIGION, 

In a speech in the House of Commons 
the other day Mr. T. P. O’ConNoOR said 
there is not a single section of Catholics 
that would for one moment tolerate the 
establishment or endowment of their 
church as a State Church in Ireland. Why 
should they? It has remained the church 
ofthe Irish people for centuries, not only 
without State aid, but in spite of all that 
Government could do to outlaw, pro- 
scribe, persecute and crush it. The more 
the Catholics were disfranchised and 
treated as traitors, and the more their 
priests were hunted or placed under sur- 


veillance as public enemies, the more pa- 


thetic and devoted grew the loyalty of the 
emotional Irish to their church as the 
companion and comforter of their sorrows 
and their poverty. The State Church 
which they were forced to support took 
tithes of their substance, and got a pound 
of hatred with every penny’s worth it 
wrung from the hard hand of peasants 
who voluntarily stinted themselvesin food 
and clothing that they might give some- 
thing to the suffering church of their 
fathers. The ban of an alien government 
and the entire dependence of the Catholic 
priesthood upon the charity of the 
poor and powerless, gave that priesthood 
in Ireland for generations a stronger hold 
upon the popular heart than they had 
anywhere else in the world, and they are 
probably wise enough to know that their 
hold would be weakened and loosened by 
transforming their church into a State 
Church, a tax gatherer, the dependent 
creature and servant of mere temporal 
power. The long struggle of the Irish 
people for the abolition of religious tests, 
and for civil and religious equality, has 
surely made a deep impression on their 
own minds unfavorable to Church and 
State union, and their own experience 
should have taught them that State oppo- 
sition may do less harm than State sup- 
porttoachurch, It is, therefore, easy to bo- 
lieve Mr. O’CONNOR’s statement that home 
rule for Ireland does not mean a Catholic 
State Church nor any State action what- 
ever against the religious liberty or equal 
rights of Irish Protestants.

to the Constitution to prevent Southern 


States from enacting laws invidiously dis- 


fn 


vold by reason of conflict with the Four- 
teenth Amendment. It was drawn up, 
too, with especial care and ingenuity on 
purpose to get around the prohibitions of 
that amendment and to accomplish what 
it forbids. The State Supreme Court and 
the United States Circuit Court both sus- 
tained the conatitutionality of this Cali- 
fornia law forbidding any person to carry 
on the laundry business in San Fran- 
cisco in a wooden building, and vest- 
ing in the San Francisco Supervisors 
full discretion to grant or withhold 
laundry licenses. But as under this law li- 
censes were granted to eighty persons who 
were not Chinese, and refused to 200 per- 
sons who were Chinese, the United States 
Supreme Court held that the practical 
operation of the law was a discrimination 
against the Chinese on account of 
race only, and that such denial of the 
equal protection of the laws was illegal 
and the statute authorizing it unconstitu- 
tional and void. Judge FIELD, who gave 
such a remarkable stretch to the Four- 
teenth Amendment in order to make it 
protect railroads from State taxation, was 
one of the Judges who thought it did not 
protect the Chinese from State legislation, 
denying them the equal protection of the 
laws. 


Lixr the last Missouri House of Repre- 
sentatives, the House at Washington has 
voted to condemn as “a gross impropriety,” 
but at the same time to condone as a very 
trifling and venial misstep, an act for 
which its doorkeeper should have been 
expelled, It is admitted that he obtained 
money from the city of Jeffersonville to 
employ a lobbyist to influence pending 
legislation in the Forty-eighth Congress, 
and yet, by a party vote of 147 to 67, the 
House merely censures such conduct and 
retains him in the official capacity he 
has dishonored, and on the floor 
to which even ex-members are not ad- 
mitted ifthey are interested themselves 
in pending legislation. By its vote the 
House has simply protected and retained 
as its official a man exposed as the go- 
between of members and lobby interests 
with money in them. A House that will 
not treat such conduct in a doorkeeper as 
wanting in respect to itself is not over- 
burdened with self-respect, and if it 
would not treat such conduct on his part 
as a crime to be punished by dismissal, it 
could hardly be expected to expel a mem- 
ber exposed in corruptly aiding and 
serving a lobby.

FROM present indications it is not prob- 
able that the revolting Republicans who 
left their party in the campaign of 1884 
will return to their allegiance in the cam- 
paign of 1888, since the causes which 
prompted their defection are not apt to 
disappear within the next two years. The 
nomination of BLAINE led to the Mug- 
wump revolt, while the rancorous section- 
alism assumed by a certain element of the 
Republican party was not without its in- 
fluence. It is now very probable that 
BLAINE will be renominated, while the noisy 
and unsuppressed aposties of sectional 
hate are still prominent in the councils of 
the party to which he belongs. The de- 
mand for national concord and peace is as 
great as the demand for an honorable and 
upright incumbent for the Presidential 
office. Neither of these demands would 
be satisfied in the nomination of BLarIng. 
The present outlook, then, warrants the 
belief that the mugwumps, as a body, will 
retain their present attitude for a fety

An Abuse of Power. 
From the New York WORLD. 

We regret that the Empire Protective Asso- 
ciation has resorted to a general ‘‘tie-up’’ on 
the surface railroads of New York, Brooklya 
and the suburbs, because we believe the pol- 
icy is certain to inflict a serious injury on La- 
bor Unions, which THE WORLD has approved 
and encouraged as justifiable combinations 
beneficial to the interests of the workingmen 
of the country when properly directed. 

The strike on the Third Avenue Railroad 
two months ago was a mistake. It ought 
never to have been ordered. - Its object was 
to force the company into the dismissal of 
some faithful employes objectionable to the 
Knights of Labor. Public opinion condemned 
such a demand. When the association be- 
came convinced of this fact its wise course 
would have been to abandon the strike and 
order a return to work. The blunder was 
made of supposing that such a retreat would 
injure the prospects of the organization and 
render future strikes abortive. In fact, it 
would have been an é@lement of strength in- 
stead of weakness gas it would have shown 
that the organization was ready to give way 
when wrong as it was prepared to fight when 
right. 

The greatest injury that could be inflicted on 
any labor organization would be to convince 
the people that it is as ready to resort to ex- 
treme measures toforce compliance with an 
unjust as with a just demand. 

This ‘‘tie-up’’ is ill-advised and wrong, 
because the strike it is designed to back up has 
been condemned by public opinion and is 
already a complete failure. Because the prin- 
cipal sufferers are the people who labor fera 
living at other callings, especially the wonien, 
and who are seriously inconvenienced and in- 
jured by being delayed in reaching their places 
ofempioyment. Because it forces out of work 
about 16,000 men, at a loss ot at least $24,000a 
day, or $168,000 a week, to the cause of labor, 
whieh can never be recovered. Because it ex- 
cites the ill-feeling of those who earnestly 
sympathize with labor and labor organizations 
in all their just efforts to better the condition 
of workingmen in every calling. The tie-up 
is, moreover, a piece of stupid blundering 
from the standpoint of the strikers’ interests, 
because it pours money into the depleted 
treasury of the Third Avenue Railroad, which 
has suffered severely from the silent boycott, 
and better enables’ that corporation to con- 
tinue its fight. 

It the Empire Protective Association imag- 
ines that the serious public inconvenience re- 
suiting from the stoppage of the street car 
service will dispose the people to insist upon 
the abandonment ofthe Third Avenue Com- 
pany’s position, it will, we think, find itself 
mistaken. Serious as the inconvenience may 
be, the people will not allow their sympathy 
with labor to tempt them to sanction in- 
justice. And itis the madness of folly for a 
labor organization, however powerful, to an- 
tagonize popular sentiment. 

Those who have ordered the tie-up assume 
a grave responsibility. During the Third 
Avenue strike they have shown as commend- 
able desire to preserve the peace and obey the 
laws. They doubtless intend to still pursue 
such A course. But can they answer for the 
discretion and sobriety of 16,000idle men? Do 
they realize the position in which they would 
be placed by a fatal collision between the po- 
lice and the strikers which a single outrage 
might precipitate? Do they sot know that the 
safety of labor is in keeping itself aloof from 
riote and rioters? Besides, do they think it 
just to the city that the services of the police 
should be withdrawn from other important 
duties to watch these wholly unnecessary 
troubles? : 

The WoRLD is the true friend of labor—the 
truer because prepared at all times to point 
out ite mistakes. It is the effective enemy of 
the encroachments and oppressive acts of cor- 
porations—the more effective because ready 
to maintain all the just rights of capital. We 
prove our friendship for labor when we tell 
the Empire Protective, Association that the 
‘*tle-up’’ it has ordered is an Injustice to the 
people of New York and a serious injury to 
the cause of labor. he

Lawyers in the Senate.

Morethan sixty of them are attorneys, 
agents, or officers of railroad, telegraph, and 
coal-oil monopolies. They are there because 
they are attorneys, agents or officers, and oan 
be counted upon to protect these corporations, 
From the New York WORLD. 

Senator Beck's bill making it a penal offense 
tor a member of Congress to act in any way a 
attorney or agent for a land-grant railroad 
will, if adopted, shut off a source of emolu- 
ment from quite a number of iudividuals who 
are now engaged in the work of legislating for 
the country. The originator of the bill is in 
a situation to know the influence which the 
acceptance of retainers by Congressional law- 
yers has upon law-making. It is impossible 
to tell just what these fees pay for. They are 
ostensibly for services in court, but a Senator 
or Representative, to put the case mildly, is 
much more likely to vote in favor of a corpo- 
ration he is connected with than against it,and 
some of his fee is almost necessarily a tribute 
to his political power. 

There is an element of bribery here which 
Senator Beck is in favor of having called by its 
right name and subjected to the usual risks. 
The bill ought to have become a law long ago. 
Whatever good there may be in it is not only 
needed in the settlement of the land-grant 
business, but in the action to be taken on the 
Pacific Railroad debt extension.

The Court Hears Mrs. Noland’s Cross-Bill 
and Grants Her a Decree with Maiden 
Name Restored—The Breckenridge Family 
Troubles—Other Features of Te-Day’s Di- 
vorce Chapter Under the Dome. 


Judge Thayer's court-room was again 
crowded to-day with ladies and members of 
the bar, the trial of the Noland divorce case, 
which was laid over from last term, having 
been placed on the docket. Mrs, 
Noland came into court scoompanied 
by her father and mother, Mr. and Mrs. 
Dittrick of Springfield, Mo., and her counsel, 
Mr. Gilliam. Her husband, the plaintiff in the 
case, occupied a seat with his attorneys, Sim 
T. Price and Judge Wm. O. Jones. The par - 
ticulars of this domestic trouble have already 
been published in the Post-Disrazon. The 
plaintiff, Chas. T. Noland, at one time 
practiced law iy, this city and 
subsequently he removed to Springfield, Mo., 
where he met his wife, a young and handsome 
woman of the bionde type, bearing every evi- 
dence of refinement and culture. The young 
couple did not get along well together, 
and their differences culminated in a peti- 
tion for divorce, filed by the husband 
in this court, to which the wife responded 
with a cross-bill. The allegationsand counter-

hen the case was called this morning Judge

THE DEFENDANT'S STORY.

Letters were roduced which were written 
Dy Mr. Noland his father-in-law, complain: 
ing that he had been denied his marital privi- 
oges, and alleging that his mother-in-law 

ad poisoned his wife’s mind against him. He 
thought that her mind was affected. One 
night during the Exposition season, 
Mrs. Noland was walking on the 
street with some og friends and 
her husband came along. He refused to shake 
hands with them and behaved in lan insulting 
manner. They hadaquarrel upon reaching 
home. Mr. Noland objected to his wife 
inviting friends to dine with 
her sister and herself. She was very much 
mortiipd at the newspaper notoriety attained 
in consequence of her husband having entered 
the divorce court, and it caused her great 
mental anguish. 

THE MOTHER-IN-LAW. 

Mrs Sarah Dittrick, the mother-in-law, was 
placed on the stand. She testified to the good 
character of her daughter and her amiable 
qualities. She had opposed the idea of a 
reconciliation, because she knew her son-in- 
law too well. 

Mrs. Springer, a boarding-house keeper, tes- 
tified that Mr. Noland kept late hours. She 
considered that his disposition was sullen and 
morose. 

This closed the case and the court at once 
granted adecree of divorce to Mrs. Noland 
with restoration of her maiden name, Gisela 
Dittrick. 


The Breckenridge Divorce. 


The divorce case of Julia Breckenridge 
against George Breckenridge, President of the 
Phenix Planing Mill was set for trialin Judge 


Barclay’s Court. The Breckenridge family 
figured recently in the Probate Oourt, where 
A jury gat for several days to 
determine the mental condition of Mrs. 
Breckenridge, the husband and sons testifyin 
that she was unfitto control her affairs — 
the daughters and neighbors supporting Mrs. 
Breckenridge in a strong defense of sanity. 
The jury, it will be remembered, gave a verdict 
in favor of Mrs. Breckenridge to the effect 
that she was of perfectly sound mind and fully 
capable of managing her affairs. She possesses 
considerable property. The divorce case is a 
branch of the family litigation and itis under- 
stood that following the adverse decision in 
the Probate Court at the bands of a jury, Mr. 
Breckenridge will make no defense. 

The only question to be deter- 
mined will be the alimony feature and 
satisfactory arrangements have been made to 
submit to the courtin that regard. The case 
will be heard, however, in order that a decree 
absolute may be rendered, but there will be no 
contest. Judge Barelay to-day announced 
that on account ofthe crowded condition of 
his docket this week Judge Horner would re- 
lieve him of the Breckenridge case and it will 
be heard later in the week. The alimony 
agreed upon will give Mrs. Breckenridge a 
handsome income for life.

There has been 
no covered hall. ow, however, all the 
markets have been swept away and this 
week a series of market halls, 
built on a colossal and _  impos- 
ing scale in various quarters of 
the city, have been opened for 
public use. At least two of the abolished 
markets date from early in last century, 
and all have their peculiar historical as- 
sociations. If the housewives of Berlin 
were polled on the subject the new mar- 
ket halls would be sentenced to demoli- 
tion, but the authorities of the city are 
doing all they can by public expositions of 
the matter and other means to remove the 
oy yond ee against the innovation. 

t is an almost incredible fact that an in- 
habitant of London consumes in a year 
thirty-two times as much fish as an 
inhabitant of Berlin, and that though 
the stores of the North Sea are 
open .to the German metropolis, Paris 
with her 2,220,000 inhabitants consumes 
more fish than the whole of Germany with 
a population of 47,000,000. This scanty 
consumption of fish is one of the things in 
which the new market halls are expected.

A Mother Allows Her Pretty Child to Be 
Taken by a Stranger.

NEw YORK, June 8.—Harvey Laas, 30 years 
old, was a prisoner at Jefferson Market yes- 
terday, charged with having abducted Blanche 
McKay, a pretty flaxen-haired girl of 6 years, 
who played about the court-room while her 
mother told Justice Power the facts of the 
case.
